iSfen G. Sreeramulu (Mantl ani) : I am not getting a chance 
to speak. What is the use of our giving cut motions ? There 
is no meaning in our giving cut motions. If the members on 
the other side also want to speak let them also give notice of 
cut motions, or we may be supplied with the number of 
Members desirous of participating from the other side. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker : Shri M. Buchiah. 

Shri M. Buchiah : Mr. Speaker, Sir, I have been keenly follow- 
ing the statements and arguments advanced by hon. Members 
belonging to both sides, and I have also heard the Finance 
Ministers' speech in which he called these administrative pay 
sheets as a common man's budget. I do not doubt the bona- 
fides and sincerity of the Finance Miaister in calling this a 
common man's budget. I have all the while tried to compare 
the practical side of it with the statements made by the Fin- 
ance Minister. When I went through the Budget, I found 
that Hyderabad is a place of forest of Secretaries drawing 
thousands and thousands of rupees as salaries. Every man in 
Hyderabad knows that the Ministers in the popular Ministry 
are drawing only I.G. Rs. 1,250 as their salary and it is possible 
that the common man may feel that our Ministers are sacrific- 
ing a lot for him. 

' But when we practically go deep into the budget-pay-6heet»- 
we find that it is not correct and if the conraion man is ajSfee4 ^ 
to believe, I think he will never believe that our ministers a*e 
drawing only Rs, 1,250. 

At page 843 of the budget, the Chief Minister's office alone 
cost us 1. s. 78,101 per year and this works out at the rate of 
Rs. 6,000 per month. Coming to the Finance Ministry, we 
find tixat we have to pay Rs. 58,438 per year and this also 
works out nearly to Rs. 5,000 a month* The minister is draw- 
ing inclusive of his personal staff an average Rs. 5^000, That 
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being so, I fail to understand how it is right on the part of the 
ministers to say that they are drawing only Rs. 1,250 a month. 

Leaving this to the judgement of the common man, I will 
now come to the general administration department. The 
Chief Secretariat consists of 115 persons. It is, in my opinion, 
overstaffed. In addition to these 115 persons, it has got a 
staff of 54 temporary persons. There is one Chief Secretary 
who is drawing Rs. 2,250 per month. I do not know if there is 
a difference between the last year's and the current year's 
budget: in the previous- year's budget we find only Rs. 
2,250 for the Chief Secretary, but this time a special amount 
has been shown as Rs. 13,250 to the Chief Secretary. Whether 
it is intended to be a substantial increment to the Chief Secret- 
ary or as an appreciation amount to him, we do not know. 
This amount works out at the rate of Rs. 1,100 per month. - 
Thus, on the whole, the Chief Secretary is drawing Rs. 8,354 
per month. Well, it is often said by the Treasury Benches 
that the Opposition is always repeating the same old argu- 
ments* It may be so. We have been repeating but we have 
been expressing the public voice, the common man's voice. 
But what is it taey have done ? Did they ever try at least 
to understand it? Ihey did not even try to maintain the status 
quo. It is the demand of the day that there should be re- 
duction in the salaries .of these huge-paid secretaries. On the 
other hand, they have increased the amount by another sum of 
Rs. 1,100 per month to the Chief Secretary. Next, in this 
Chief Secretariat, we have got 2 Dy. Secretaries, 5 Asst. Sec- 
retaries, 1 Registrar, 1 Asst. Secretary, 8 more other Secreta- 
ries, 1 on deputation, 38 plus 29 clerks, 4 stenographers, 14 and 
12 typists, one care-taker, 1 mechanic^ 2 telephone operatoirs, 
and so on. It is a huge factoiy. I have seen one factory at 
Beilampalli c^ed the Hyderabad Chemicals and Fertilisers 
Jp^^tQn^r whicfe also has got the same number of persons work- 
ii^;.| ; ft is a smaH working unit. Our Chief Secretariat ii$ 
bigger thm th^t, imt the outrtum, when ye ^ee, is very little* 
I happeiibdt: ta visit the Chief Secretariat and t foxmd people 
loitering in canteem and chit-chatting witfe isome of their 
guests and visitorsl^ TIteatre is praetieally no work turned oUt. 
The other day I h3*t€f jbesard the Chief Ministers statement in 
the House that he has <jhalked out a certain programme to 
minimise the red-tapisixi that is existin^^. ' When I heard his 
statement, however much I tried to accept it, I could 
not help feeling that it dici not convince me particularly 
of the fact that I myself jbave sent a letter to the Excise 
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IWinister with a memorandum attached thereto and after a 
period of 20 days when I had a talk with him on the phone and 
have abruptly dropped into his house and asked him whether 
he has received my letter, he said he did not and then I went 
up to his personal secretary and he directed me to another 
clerk whOj in his turn, began searching for the letter. I was 
sur^pris'fed to j5nd the covering letter somewhere in some file 
and the enclosed memorandum in some other corner. When 
such is the fate of the letter that has been addressed by the 
people's representative — If such is the condition, then what 
should be the fate of an application submitted by a common 
man ? AVhen I asked the Secretar^^ he said that the Excise 
Minister who happened to be the President and also the Mmis- 
ter in charge of so many portfolios had all the while been on 
tour of the districts and had not therefore the ime and that 
was why the letter was not put up before him. I am not 
worried about my letter — ^whether it was put up or not, but 
I would like to know how the red-tapism could be put down and 
how, when, in spite of all these clerks, secretaries, private sec- 
retaries, personal secretaries and others attendmg on these 
ministers, my letter remained in the most unsatisfactory con- 
dition that I have just now explained, the ministers could 
daim that there is no red-tapism in their secretariats. This 
is how the General Administration Department works. I 
have given only a few v^xamples but I believe most of my 
colleagues here know that the Central Secretarial is over- 
staffed with a top-heavy expenditure which the common man 
cannot bear, nor does his financial position permit him to bear 
such huge white elephants. 

Next, I would like to take up the Information and Public 
Relations Office. It is a fine department with a model name, 
but I must say it would be better if it had been called 'Non- 
Information and Non Public Relations Office', instead of calling 
it as ^Information and Public Relations Ofl&ce'. It has no iafor- 
mation practically and it has no public relations with any of 

the public who are in Hyderabad and this I would like to put 
before the House with a simple example. During the last Budget 
session it was brought to the notice of this House as well as the 
Chief Minister that the information leaflets which come out from 
V tM? information department are sent to the individual mem- 
\%% of the House to their individual addresses when we are 
^ \^ $iit(ep<^jps the sessions. These leaflets go usually to our 
Ii5i<3j^^ ^dw^f ? p^d again return with the endorsemei^f; 
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sent back to Hyderabad. I would ask if it is worl^hy of its 
name, ha»s this Department not got the information that we 
are here in Hyderabad since one month. If it has got that 
information, it could have easily sent the whole information 
leaflets to the M.L.A. Quarters with a peon who is already 
there in the department and that would have certainly saved 
an expenditure of 15 to 20 rupees on postal expenses.' 
This is how the information department gets in- 
formation. With regard to the public relations — another 
pgtrt of it, I fail to understand what are the sources and the 
links that the office has got with the public. It is sheer waste . 
of time to go into the details. But if I have to bo frank I must tell 
the House that there is no relation with the public maintained 
by this department. That it is so is proved by the Chief 
Minister's announcement when he has appointed the Deputy 
Ministers that, in order to have more relations' with the pub- 
liCp he has appointed them. That itself is an indie ation that 
his public relations office does not keep relations with the 
public. That is how, not relying on his own department, the 
Chief Minister had come forward with the appointment of 8 
more Deputy Ministers. It is however left to be seen how 
these Deputy Ministers will prove themselves and how they 
will keep public relations* 

Again, from the statement made in the question-hour day- 
before yesterday or so, it waa revealed that each minister h^^s 
incurred a T.A. of Rs. 5,000 on an average during 1952-53* 
That was during i period when the State w^s having IS minis- 
ters and that works out to nearly Rs- 65,000. But this time 
we have seen only Rs. 26,000 allotted for T.A. Now we have 
got 16 ipinisters at the above rate, the T,A, should come t,o 
Rs. 80,000. I do not know how they are going to keep up 
with R$* 25,000, , It laay be that th^y come forward ^th a 
impplementary demand asking ^ot the bal;ance of Rs* 55,000. 
]^ tli€( bijdget i% is dnly shown a$ R$» g5,000 but they have 
got a way to" get it sanctioned and they come by way pf 
supplementary d^DiatadS. 

The next point on which I would like to throw light upon is 

the sum of Rs. 25,000 set apart for saloons and sidings, I do 

not know what these salootis and sidings are. If it refers to the 
saloons which are lyiiig at Nattipalli and Kachiguda — ^it must 
be so — ^I do not understand why we should spend Rs. 25,000 
on these idle carriages. 
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Leaving these aside, I will come to the Harijans and Back- 
wai'd classes* This item is a farce. Last year a sum of 
Rs. 1,70,000 or so was allotted to the backward classes 
for scholarships and other betterments. Though the 
year is coming to an end, the scholarship business is not yet 
over. Whether it is going to be spent or whether the amount 
will lapse, one should wait and see. We have been hearing 
huge cries both inside and outside the House that so many 
things are being done for the Harijans. We are all aware 
that the harijans' main profession is - not exactly the main 
profession at least, a portion of their profession is that of 
tannery and foot-wear making. But from the past records we 
find that a large number of orders have been placed outside 
Hyderabad for purchasing shoes and leather goods and such 
otiier things. Not a single step by the Government of Hyder- 
abad has been taken to better this industry or this tannery 
business or the shoe-making industry or in any other way to 
better the conditions of the Harijans. Even now, it is not too 
late that we must look into this matter. We have got so many 
industries. There is one industry in Musheerabad which was 
existing in the name of the Hyderabad Shoes and Tanneries and 
something like that. It has been wounded up : I am told. But 
we have go tso many harijans, skilled and unskilled, who could 
prove better if proper arrangements and opportunities are made 
available. Why should not this Goverimient move in this 
direction and try to, employ these harijans who have got skill ? 
We have got a huge number of these skilled and unskilled 
labourers unemployed not only in the cilies but also in the 
district headquarters. I appeal to the Government that 
something substantial has to be done to these people; 
i.e. improve this industry in our country in order to better 
their condition. 

Wtih these few words, I take my seat.

Shri V. D. Deshpande : Is this not self-coixtradictory ? 

Shri B. Eamkrishna Rao : Self-contradictory arguments are 
the arguments of the Members of the other side. They want 
the Government to be efficient and perfect-so efficient that 
it must top the list of other Governments and at the same 
time they do not want a single man from outside to be brought 
who could introduce certain fresh methods and a different 
outlook. That is the contradiction inherent in the criticism 
of the Members of the Opposition. My arguments are not 
self-contradiclory.
